somo place secure from sunshine, rain or 
dampness, ami keep it dry. "When you want 
it again, ;vro-.v every part up firmly, aud as 
you do this, so will yon go through your 
harvest without let or bindriince. Any one 
can see the saving of this inodo over tlie for- 
mer.

AYLESI3UHY DUCKS. 


Ducks am as profitable us any olhcv stock, 


U not iaoro profitable, and it in strouga Dint 
there are not inoro raised. They nro groat 
eaters, it it true, but they uiuko amends for 
- this by their rapid rato of growth tmd curly 
maturity, while their nquAtio longings itro 
easily satisfied with the most limited pool 
of water, or even u tub Bet iu the grou nd. 


One of ihe most valuable breeds, by mil- 


Tersal consent, is the Aylesbury,which takes 
ita uame from n locality in England where 
great numbers are raised for tho Lomlon 
market. The breed was first introduced 
into America not very many years ago. 


Their external appearance is easily do- 


scribed. Their color is a snow white, like 
that of tho Bremen goose, with a flesh- 
colored bill and orange colored legs. The 
body is long nud broad shouldered, with 
a long and slender neck aud bill, "tho bill 
being well set 011 to tho skull. ;so that the 
beak shall seem to bo almost in a line from 
the top of the head to tho tip," there being 
a slight fleshy swelling at its root. The 
perfection of the color of the bill is con- 
sidered important for exhibition purposes, 
yellow tints being considered as disqualify- 
ing. 
Tho feet are strong and tho webs 


well uevelopf-d, nud of tlic snino color us tho 
logs growing richer fttul dfifepcr in hue us 
the ducks gro'.vs oltler. Duck rind drake 
have the same nicrkingsj. \\i1b, of course, 
the exception of the curling feathers in tho 
tail of tho latter. 


They attain a very large size, eighteen 


pound* beiug sometimes 
reached by a 


single pair, although 
about seven is con- 


niderod the fair average weight for a single 
bird. The great weight of eighteen pounds 
is only seen in exhibition specimens with 
which tho greatest care has been taken, and 
these are so M as to be usehss for breed- 
ing purposes. 


The Aylesbury duck is a fine laying foT*l, 


baing thought, indeed to be one of tho most 
profitable for the purpose of the egg farmer. 
The egg Tr.vies from white to pale blue, and 
it is reported thai u single pair have laid liOO 
in the course of a year. The egg is <i«ite

three ounces. Tho flesh is white aud of fair 
Savor. All accounts speak with praise of 
their silence; us a grateful contrast to tho 
noisy habits of 
most ducks. 
They aro

SULPHUR ror. FOWLS.—There is no remedy 


and assistance so easily and cheaply ob- 
tained, so harmless to tho fowls, or so satis- 
fuotory iu its results as sulphur. It being 
in the system of animals to a small degree, 
there in a greater affinity for it than there 
otherwise would be. It can be administered 
to the fowl by having it in u sninll box, so 
that they can help themselves, or by mixing 
it with their fend once a week, or as there 
ore indications of vermin. Ponetratiug,as it- 
does, to every part of tho system, the par 
asites aro quickly and surely destroyed. Also 
gapes are said to bo prevented iu chickenr. 
Fowls need it more than most animals, 
their feathers containing between four am] 
tivo 
per 
cent. 
of 
sulphur. 
Their 


eggB, also, have a small quantity which is 
noticed by tho discoloring of a silver spoon 
when it comes in contact with a boiled egg. 
Applied externally to tho fowls when on the 
nest, to tho uost itself, or mixed with the 
soil in tho dusting box, it is is equally effica- 
cious in destroying vermin. 
Tu bo csid as 


n fumigalur of buildings, it JM necessary to 
remove Lha fowls, close tho room or house, 
mix n little saltpetre with tho sulphur iu an 
iron vessel, and apply a match to tho 
mixture. This should bo done iu the mom- 
ing, ami tho doors and windows opened in 
tho afternoon for a thorough ventilation. 
Lard mixed with sulphur iu proper propor- 
tions and applied as often as it is necessary 
to tho feathers on tho neck and back o 
young and old turkeys is a very good safe 
guard against the ravages of foxes. For ou; 
own profit aud ihc comfort of the fowls let 
us then use sulphur or remedies of a !iko 
nature. -[Poultry World. 


Con MEAL ron SWINE.—A farmer in Teun 


sylvauia says that ho had fed live hogs 279 
pounds of cob aud corn meal made into 
mush by boiling, nud ho got S7 pounds oi 
live weight. A month after,thny consumed 
:)7f> k pounds moal aud gained 7."> pounds in 
weight. Hero is a case where it looks as 
though it naid to raise pork.

instance, "he fed a fraction short of four 
bushels corn, reckoning 70 pounds to the 
busheir For this he got in live pork, fo: 
each bushel fed, -'1 pounds. 
In the secom 


instance, he fed fill bushels aud got 7i 
pounds live pork, or 1-1 pounds for each 
bushel of corn, a wide difference from the 
first experiment. In

Tho bunches on tho neck soon disap- 
peared,and their breathing improve.!, which 
had also been affected. In looking those ex- 
periments all over carefully, it will appear 
that mixed feed is tho best to feed pigs 
Either food cob and corn meal, or corn and 
meal and shorts, at tho rato of one bushe' 
fmorts to three of meal.
